TnKUnited States Supreme Court has granted 
a motion made by the Commonwealth of Ken- 
tucky to advance three cases which involve the 
constitutionality of the local option laws of the 
state. The cases were carried uj) by the Ad- 
ams Express Company and the American Ex- 
press Company, which were indicted and con- 
victed under the criminal statutes for selling 
whisky in a local option district in Kentucky, 
and for delivering whisky and accepting c. o. 
d. charges prohibited under the state laws. 
The express companies claim that the traffic 
was interstate commerce, and therefore not 
sabject to local laws, but the Court of Appeals 
of Kentucky held that the transactions were 
not interstate commeree.
